THE CUBAN DECISION. 


A 


FTER weeks and months of scheming and plan- 


ning, as to how to dispose.of the Cuban ques- 


tion with the least possible injury to the Republi- 
can party, the leaders of the house settled upon the 
20 per cent reduction on the Dingley duty.

There were those specula- 
tors and investors that desired action that would 
affect their interests favorably, the beet sugar men 
at home, who were undoubtedly unfortunate in 
having an organization, and other high protected 
interests heie at home, and which never forgot that 
election is coming, were considered. Against these 
was the earnest representation of the Cubans that 
something helpful to them, commercially, must be 
done. 
The former market for their sugar, was de- 


stroyed when the sovereignty of Spain was destroy- 
ed. 


The leaders have concluded that the most politic 


thing is the granting of a reduction in the Dingley 
rate as above stated. 
Such reduction it can be 


plainly figured out, will not leave the Cuban any 
profit on his product if attended with the most fa- 
vorable conditions. 
It will scarcely enable him to 


pay the labor the low cost that it has commanded 
there. 
Reckoning everything at actual cost, the 


probabilities are that he must come out of it behind, 
rather than ahead at the season's end. Such a 
prospect, and the practical results are seldom better 
than the prospects, will not encourage enterprise or 
prompt development. 
To a struggling young re- 


public, this is not just from a wealthy neighbor like 
your Uncle Sam and that may have more effect in 
the election than those leaders have reckoned. The 
principle Cuban product is an article ot consump- 
tion that is reckoned among the necessities. 
Jus- 


tice to Cuba, irrespective of politics, would result in 
very materially lessening the cost of sugar to the 
consumer here. The day is coming, when those 
consumers are going to have something to s.ay 
about such things, that will be heard. They spoke 
very plainly in the election of 1892 and are likely 
to be heard from again at no far distant date.
